2 , 19 63, when President 
Kennedy was scheduled to at­ 
tend the Army -Air Fo rce fo o t­ 
ball game in So ldiers' Field, 
there were fo ur o r fiv e men 
In Chicago : Tho mas Arthur 
Vallee, a po ssible do uble fo r 
a perso n kno wn as Lee Har­ 
v ey Oswald; and three o r fo ur 
o thers including Lee Harv ey 
Oswald, o r perso n using such 
name, and a Mr. Bradley and 
a Mr. Go nzalez. 
The men , acco rdin g to Sk o l 
n ick , were go in g to mak e an 
attemp t o n Ken n edy ’s life alo n g 
his ro u te fro m the airp o rt.

Acco rdin g to o n e o f the do cu ­ 
men ts, which Sk o ln ick said, 
‘can blo w min ds,” Larry Fan ­ 
n in g, ex ecu tiv e edito r o f the 
‘Chicago Daily News” to ld the 
FBI that three men were trav ­ 
elin g with co n cealed weap o n o n 
No v . 2, an d o n e o f these in div id­ 
u als, acco rdin g to Fan n in g’s 
so u rce, was believ ed to be Os­ 
wald. 
But o n Jan. 21, 19 64, acco rd­ 
ing to the do cument, Fanning 
said that “ he had lo o ked into 
the matter tho ro ughly and 
there was abso lutely no truth 
whatso ev er in the sto ry . Sko l­ 
nick no ted that the “ Daily 
News” did no t print the sto ry 
abo ut the No v . 2 arrest until 
Dec. 3, 19 63. 
Sk o ln ick also co n ten ds that a 
Secret Serv ice agen t who was 
go in g to tell the Warren Co m­ 
missio n abo u t “Secret Serv ice 
lax ity , in so briety , an d o ther 
matters in resp ect to the assas 
sin atio n ” was framed an d sen t 
to p riso n fo r six y ears. 
The agen t, Abraham Bo lden , 
serv ed 39 mo n ths in jail, ev en 
after the main witn ess again st 
Bo lden later co n fessed p erju ry , 
Sk o ln ick say s. 
Sk o ln ick states In his charges, 
Fro m time to time, Bo lden has 
made the statemen t: ‘I hav e 
ev iden ce that a member o f the 
Secret Serv ice had a p art in 
the p lan n in g o f the assassin a­ 
tio n . So meo n e an agen t, co u ld 
be in dicted o n it.” 
Sk o ln ick also has a City o f 
Dallas jail do cu men t o f a co llect 
telep ho n e call fro m Lee Harv ey 
Oswald in the Dallas jail No v . 
23, 1963, to Jo hn Hu rt, Raleigh, 
N.C. Acco rdin g to Sk o ln ick , 
Jo hn Dav id Hu rt has a back ­ 
gro u n d as sp ecial agen t, U.S.

Sko lnick to ld his audience 
o f newsmen and news wo men 
that “ This Chicago ) plo t was 
abo rted and the men went o n 
to do their thing in Dallas.” 
The reaso n the Archiv es 
keeps the info rmatio n lo cked 
up, acco rding to Sko lnick, “ is 
because so me rulers in this 
co untry do no t trust the public 
eno ugh to ex po se Hie fact that 
there was a co nspiracy to kill 
President 
Kennedy 
three 
weeks befo re his assassina­ 
tio n.” 
Sk o ln ick ask s that the Warren 
Co mmissio n Rep o rt be declared 
v o id. “. . .said Rep o rt was cal­ 
cu lated to allay p u blic o n cem 
with assassin atio n co n sp iracy 
when , in fact, defen dan t Natio n ­ 
al Archiv es an d Reco rds Serv ­ 
ice, fs su p p ressin g o r arbitrarily 
releasin g p iecemeal, do cu men ts 
sho win g a Chicago p lo t. . .” he 
states in the case. 
He also req u ests that all do c­ 
u men ts co n n ected to the case 
be released an d that it be de­ 
clared u n co n stitu tio n al fo r them 
to be k ep t at the p u blic’s ex ­ 
p en se.

Gauge Laotian Foe 


President Nix on's persistent use of 
figures in ex cess of 65.000 to measure the 
North Vietnamese military presence in 
Laos is strongly defended by gov ernment 
sources here despite published accounts 
from Vientiane v iewing such totals skep­ 
tically . 
Reliable, cautious people here insist 
that a better “ all-source” perception of 
Hanoi’s Laotian strength is pieced to­ 
gether in Washington than is possible 
in Laos for either indiv idual official U.S. 
personnel, Laotian gov ernment officers 
or newsmen on the scene. 


At best, it is suggested, any within 
these latter groups are judged to hav e 
no more than a fragmentary picture of 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
situation. 
My 
sources insist that the President’s up­ 
dated estimates are not padded but com­ 
pletely realistic. 
(The old figure was 
5 0,000.) 
As a matter of fact, the United States 
Is watching warily for signs that Hanoi 
may y et try to beat the coming monsoon 
rains with an offensiv e of sufficient west­ 
ward thrust to upset the “ unofficial bal­ 
ance” that has prev ailed for sev eral 
y ears between the Reds and the gov ern­ 
ment-neutralist Laotian forces. 
A fairly definite conv iction ex ists in 
Informed circles that the break-out offen­ 
siv e will not occur. It could be that the 
United States ex pects the Sov iet Union, 
Hanoi’s chief supplier, to keep a restrain­ 
ing hand on North Vietnam. 
At the moment there is a lull in the 
fighting tin northeastern Laos. The North 
Vietnamese, 
hav ing 
pushed 
into 
hill 
rones west of the strategic Plain of J ars, 
are hav ing trouble maintaining supply 
lines in unfamiliar territory . 
After capturing Sam Thong, one of 
the two key Laotian bases used by sup­ 
porting U.S. personnel (not uniformed 
military units, the Reds gav e up this 
stronghold 
to 
a 
gov ernment counter­ 
assault helped by Thailand-based U.S. 
air strikes. 
Yet it would cause no great surprise 
here if North Vietnamese regulars should 
retake Sam Thong and also seize the 
other key spot, Long Cheng. 
As I noted in a prior report, the loss 


of either or both of these places will not 
be v iewed by the United States as any 
kind of sure signal that Hanoi is on the 
mov e toward the Mekong riv er and the 
Thai border. It is recognized that the 
Reds see the two bastions as launch 
points from which gov ernment forces, 
led by tough Meo tribesmen, last y ear 
seized the Plain of J ars after fiv e y ears 
of Communist control. They may be look­ 
ing for insurance against a repeat per­ 
formance. 


The likelihood of such a repeat is con­ 
sidered v ery lowr here, ev en though Thai 
army units are now in the field, U.S. 
tactical aircraft strike the enemy when 
weather permits, and there has been a 
somewhat improv ed amalgam of forces 
fighting under the gov ernment banner. 


Granted our greater air strikes, pre­ 
suming our likely fuller direction of Pre­ 
mier Souv anna Phouma’s war effort, no 
ev idence ex ists that either he or the 
United States ex pects or wants to roll 
the North Vietnamese forces back to 
their own border well to the east. 


Whatev er fresh detail 
is laid bare 
about the nature and degree of our un­ 
dertakings when the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee releases our gov ern­ 
ment’s “ secret testimony ” on Laos, the 
priv ate, adv ance indications are that it 
will not support any contention that our 
goal is to destroy the Comunists’ long- 
held Laotian buffer zones. 


When there is fighting, the general 
lev el of it tends to be somewhat higher 
than in prior y ears. But it is not really 
big and it is not going to be. Moreov er, 
it is made to seem bigger than it is by 
contrast with the relativ e quiet in South 
Vietnam. 


To the ex tent that the Laotian pot has 
been stirred to new lev els, it reflects 
Hanoi at work ex ercising easy options, 
div erting attention from its new, lower­ 
geared South Vietnam fighting, try ing to 
arouse to new ferment the American 
home front stabilized since Nix on’s Nov . 
3 speech on the war. Polls showing a 
drop for him on his conduct of the war 
suggest Hanoi may be play ing its Laotian 
options well. 
How Much Criticism 


We liv e in a critical culture. From the 
v ery beginning we hav e thriv ed on criti­ 
cism. Without it the country nev er would 
hav e sought separation with England or 
formed a constitution. Our political cam ­ 
paigns would be nothing without it. The 
world of education, sports, religion, busi­ 
ness, arts and letters — all must hav e 
comment and constructiv e criticism or 
they wilt ov ernight. 
A substantial amount of criticism, 
constructiv e and otherwise, is coming 
from the y ounger generation. They are 
v ocal and v isible. But has this not al­ 
way s been true? Aristotle is believ ed to 
hav e said in 350 B.C.: 
“ They (the y oung) hav e ex alted no­ 
tions, because they hav e not y et been 
humbled by life or learned its necessary 
limitations; moreov er, their hopeful dis­ 
position makes them think themselv es 
equal to great things, and that means 
hav ing ex alted notions. They would al­ 
way s rather do noble deeds than useful 


ones. Their liv es are regulated more by 


moral feeling than by reasoning. All their 
mistakes are in the direction of doing 
things ex cessiv ely and v ehemently — 
they lov e too much and hate too much — 
and the same with ev ery thing else.” 


(From March 15, 19 7 0, Presby terian Life)- 


If we hav e to make a choice, we would 
say too much criticism is preferred to 
none at all. It is essential to all human 
growth and dev elopment. It is the root 
of the creativ e process. Without, religion 
turns to form, the spirit sighs and our 
hearts are filled with heav iness. Biblical 
criticism is the major course at ev ery 
seminary in the world. Out of this field 
has come The New English Bible. 


Like other major efforts dev eloped 
through biblical scholarship, it is the 
product of thoughtful criticism. The cy cle 
of change and comment is eternal — 
but to know the right amount has nev er 
been a human quality .

They 
do not distu rb him half as 
mu ch as ou r agricu ltu ral fail­ 
u res in Sithantay . 


This is one letter from one 
y ou ng man in a small v illage. 
Bu t it help s to ex p lain why 
ou r aid money in Laos and 
elsewhere freq u ently seems to 
p rodu ce less-than-ex p ected re ­ 
su lts 
desp ite 
the 
large 
amou nts we sp end. 
This is imp ortant in Laos 
for in the kind of war now 
being fou ght in that cou ntry , 
battles may he less imp ortant 
than what hap p ens in the v il­ 
lages. In this, the theories of 
Mao Tse-tu ng and the U.S. 
gov ernment now agree. 


SO LET US LOOK at how 
this y ou th describes what we 
hav e done: 


. . when the Sithantay 
p u mp ing p roject was begu n,

the p roject wou ld be economi­ 
cally feasible, giv en the p res­ 
ent knowledge of rice p rodu c­ 
tion and p u mp ing costs, and 
how the canal sy stem shou ld 
be bu ilt to fit the av ailable 
top ograp hy . . . .

was more to growing a second 
crop than help ing with the 
canal, then stitting back and 
waiting for the water to come. 
No attention was p aid to the 
p roblem of dev elop ing comp e­ 
tent leaders who (cou ld) di­ 
rect a large grou p of farm ers 
withou t continu ally resorting 
to force. . . .

ferred to other co ttages for 
more dev elopment. 


Cottage C-2, which is a geriat­ 
ric unit for men and women 
residents o v er 50 y ears of age. 
They 
train 
for 
community 
placement. 
The academic school, which 
prov ides classes for the traina­ 
ble sev erely , mo derately , and 
mildly retarded, and the deaf. 
There also are classes in indus­ 
trial arts, art, and educational 
rhy thmics. The age range is 
from 5 to 21. 
Children’s 
Village 
co ttages 
will be toured also. Included are 
the following: 
* 
Cottage C-V-l, which houses 
15 blind bo y s and girls, ages 
6 to 12. The program dev elops 
self-help skills in dressing, eat­ 
ing, and taking care o f personal 
needs. 


Cottage C-V-3, which houses 
19 sev erely and moderately re­ 
tarded boy s, ages 10-12. All are 


enrolled in school programs and 
are capable of dressing, eating, 
and taking care of personal 
needs. They do normal chores 
that a boy at home would do; 
assist in cleaning the cottage; 
in working in the dining room 
and the kitchen, and in doing 
y ard work around the cottage. 
The co ttages o f the Children’s 


Village are a simulation of home 
env ironment. 


Cottage C-V-5, which houses 
21 girls who are sev erely and 
profoundly retarded, ages 6 -12. 
They are taught basic skills, 
such as dressing, eating proper­ 
ly , and social skills. Other areas 
included in the tours: 
Adlai Stev enson Hospital — 
tourswill be conducted in the 
X ray , phy sical therapy , and 
in other departments. 


New dietary facilities. 


The 
remodeled facilities of 
Cottages A-4 , A-7 , A-5, B-5 . B-4 , 
and B-7 will also be av ailable 
for tours. The renov ated co t­ 
tages demonstrate the improv ed 
conditions with a lo wer popula­ 
tion and a better staffing ac­ 
cording to the number of resi­ 
dents. 
Other touring areas included 
are Murray Hall and Girls* Ac­ 
tiv ity Center.
